Thc I sower Bucks County Branch 
of tfco Pennsylvania E c o n o m y 
League in Its report on the survey 
of Brts»< I Borough public schools 
presented to the school board last 
night in special session recom­ 
mended that the school board enter 
upon a program of replacement of 
all borough’s elementary schools 
except the Jefferson avenue school. 
The league report pointed out 
that all elementary buildings except 
the Jefferson school were built In 
the last century and that, while 
these schools met the architectural 
and educational standards Of that 
time, they do not measure up to 
current standards and their cost of 
maintenance and operation becomes 
increasingly expensive each year. 
Detailed descriptions and evalua­ 
tions of each school building are 
given In the report. In comment­ 
ing on the elementary schools, 
Ralph Swan. League educational 
specialist, who presented the report 
said, "Prom the standpoint of edu­ 
cational centers the Wood street 
and Washington street schools ara 
looated on very small sites and 
therefore lack the necessary play­ 
ground space for outdoor activities. 
They are also'located at busy com­ 
mercial street Intersections which 
is undesirable from a safety factor 
and, with alf surrounding area 
built-up, there la no means of ex­ 
panding Ike alce of these Bites at 


nom leal rehabilitation. The cost of 
maintaining and operating such 
buildings becomes increasingly ex­ 
pensive.
